«In Coffee County many landowners 
are becoming more and more inter 
estedin harvesting timber on their 
land. Some of this is due to increased 
timer prices, CRP trees that have 
matured and just a new awareness as 
to the benefits of managing the tim- 
ber on their land. Many landowners 
with small woodland holdings are 
often unaware of certain provisions in 
federal tax laws that can effect their 
tax bill. This is because most small 
woodland owners make infrequent 
timber sales and don't keep up with 
changes in tax laws.

“One thing we do want the public 
to understand is that there is no 
breech of security at all,” said Sher- 
iff Moates, “The jail is still being 
run, The only problem is that it now 
requires two, péople ‘where it would 
normally requir¢ one person in the 
operation of the central control sys- 
tem.” 

Commissioner Stephens asked if 
there was some way the water stor- 
age tank could be moved in order to 
prevent this happening again. He 
was told that it would require major 
renovation, and. any design change 
would have to be done by an archi- 
tect, 

Sheriff Moates did tell commis- 
sioners that there was one bright 
side to the problem and that was he 
was able to transfer 24 inmates 
(state prisoners) to state facilities. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
requested two resolutions - one 
authorizing the disposal of several 
pieces (24) of surplus equipment 
via public auction. The other reso- 
lution was to allow his department

Handling stress 
effectively

Stress, like body temperature, 
cannot be avoided. Even while 
fully relaxed and asleep you are 
still under stress. Your heart must 
continue to pump blood; your 
intestines digest last night’s meal; 
and your lungs move your chest for 
respiration, Even your brain is not 
at rest while you are dreaming. 

Complete freedom from stress is 
death. However, the stress I’m 
speaking of here is your body's 
physical, mental, and chemical 
reactions to circumstances that 
frighten, excite, confuse, endanger, 
Or irritate you. 

Some reactions. to stress show 
themselves clearly, such as when a 
car wheels around the corner 
toward you or when a long-wanted 
baby is born. Others are so sub- 
dued that you are not aware of 
them or do not think of them as 
stress—for example, your body's 
reaction to invading disease germs. 

Stress from drastie changes in 


' life may include the death of a 


loved one, divorce, marriage, job 
loss, or a lengthy illness. 


Stress can also come form uncer- . 


tainty when starting a néw job, 
moving into a new community, liv- 
ing with disorganization, and 
receiving vague or unclear instruc- 
tions. 

Handled well, stress is a friend 
that gives strength for your next 
encounter. However, when handled 
poorly or allowed to get out of 
hand, stress becomes an enemy 
which can.cause disease like hyper- 
tension (high blood pressure), 
ulcers, rheumatoid arthritis, asthma, 
or an over-active thyroid gland. 
Unbridled stress can also contribute 
-heavily to heart disease and the 
weakening of other organs in the 
body. 

A recent survey indicated that 82 
percent of Americans think they 
need to reduce stress in their daily 


ideas—Handling your stress effec- 
tively involves more than learning 


the techniques of certain mental or 


physical exercises. It also includes 
a certain way of thinking; that is, an 
attitude toward yourself-and life in 
general. : 

Be aware that you control your 
feelings! You can learn to create at 
will a calm and peaceful staté of 
relaxed alertness. Here are some 
guidelines: 

1. Be in charge: You control 


-your feelings. When you realize, 


that you create most of your own 
tensions, you have. taken a major 
step toward reducing them. ; 

2. Work on yourself: You are not 
likely to change othe? people. 
Work on changing you. : 

_ 3. Accept responsibility: don’t 
blame others or yourself (guilt). 
Work positively with the existing 
circumstances, 

4. Live in the now: ‘it’s okay to 
learn from the-past and to plan for 
the future. However the present is 
the only time you have for.living. 


5, Be aware: Learn ta recognize . 


your feelings and use relaxing exer- 
cises when.you become aware-of 


* too'much stress. 


6. Catch stress early: The sooner 
you catch your signs of stress, the 
sooner you can do something to 


_calm down. 


7. Praetice ways of relaxing: Try 
different ways of relaxing. Then 
use the ones that work best for you. 

8. Set priorities: Don’t let urgent 
matters keep you from finishing 
important tasks, Put first things 
first. New demands may need to 
wait their turn, 

9, Divide jobs into little tasks: 
Do one'part of a job at a time. 
Remember this philosophy— “Life 
by the mile is quite a trial, Life by 
the inch is quite a cinch.” 

10. Talk ouf your problems: Talk 
with the person or persons 
involved, Agree to disagree agree- 
ably. You may need to talk to 
someone else—a friend or a coun- 
selor. 

11. Work it off: Physical activity 
helps relieve tensions. Recreation, 
hobbies, gardening, and other activ- 
ities will help “work off steam.” 

12. Take a break; Let it cool for 
a while. Get away from the situa- 
tion. If you gan’t do this in reality, 
take a mental vacation, 

13. Give in sometimes: Often 
winning an argument leads to los- 
ing in a relationship. 

14. Help someone else: Share 
yourself with a family member; a 
friend, a neighbor, a church class, a 
youth club, an older person, or any- 
one who is lonely and needs a 
friend.

Ten keys to profitable forage program

Here in Coffee County and the 
surrounding area, forage production 
for horses, beef cattle, goats and 
other ruminant animals is extreme- 
ly important. One of the main rea- 
sons it is important is in most cases 
forage is the cheapest way to feed 
these animals. Since, feed costs 
makes up:85 to 90 percent of your 
overall cost being able to reduce 
this input cost with forages is a 
very big-management tool. 

One key to a profitable forage 
program is to focus on forages. 
Take-some time to be efficient-with 
your forages. Plan how you-are 
going to produce and utilize them. 
Have the same interest in them as 
you would arow crop. : 

Know all your forage options, 
animal nutrition needs, and estab- 
lishment requirements. As you 
might expect, forages vary tremen- 
dously as to their adaptation, 
growth habits, quality, yield and 
potential uses. Animals have differ- 
ent nutritional needs and different 
tastes as to what forages work best 
for them. Most failures in forage 
production are related to when for- 
ages are planted and how they are 
planted. Knowing all these things 


-» Will help your overall forage pro- 


duction. ; 
Soil test, then lime and fertilize 


_ as needed. This practice, more than 


any other affects the level and eco- 
nomic efficiency of forage produc- 
tion, It helps insure good yields, 
improves forage quality. It length-

Use legumes ,when feasible.

Strive to improve pasture utiliza- 
tion.

‘Adjusting the stocking rate, using 


cross fencing, all of these things 
can greatly enhance. animal perfor- 
mance. Knowing the advantages 
and disadvantages of different graz- 
ing methods can allow the use of 
various approaches as needed to 
teach objectives. — ; 
Minimize stored feed require- 


. ments. There is no doubt that stored 


feed is one of the most expensive 
aspects of animal production. Low- 
ering the requirements of this feed 
source reduces costs. So if you

reduce costs you will increase prof- 
it. Extending the grazing season 
with both cool season and warm 
season forages, stockpiled forages 
and grazing crop residues are 
examples of ways that. stored feed 
costs can be reduced. Reduced stor- 
age and feeding losses. Anybody 
that has fed hay or silage knows 
that cattle in particular waste an 
awful lot of this feed source. On 
many farms the average storage 
loss on round bales stored outside 
exceeds 30 percent, and once they 
are fed, this can go even higher.
